The pi.rpose o£ the bill 13 
to prevent actions tiom being Insti 
tutecl agalnat the plaJntltt comjiany 
by roas.on o£ violations of tbo two«3ent 
fare act. 
It is set forth In the bill that the 


plaintiff company was Incoi poratod on 
July 20, IS99, and that the innposp ot 
tao aomp.my Is to operate ti uillicul 
22 inllea In length between Llgonlor, 
Westmoreland county, and Somatsot, 
The plaintiff company hits operated 
this road for seveial years and oon- 
tlnties to operate thei same 
It i» lurcher set fovtli in the bill that 


owing to tho peculiar physical condi- 
tions tlvo cost ot maintaining and op- 
erating (ho railroad Is unusually hoa\y 
and that it has l*en -ascertained tunt 
the plaintiff company cannot, without 
great loss continue to maintain and 
opeiata it» railtoad upon the basis ol 
two cents a milo fare for passengers 
The rai'road company ia desire us ot 
establishing a passenger rate in ex 
cess of two cents A mile, but not In 
excess of tho legal rate, in order to 
spouro an income etjual to Its expend! 
tin es 
It is also alleged In tha bill that by 
reason ot the two-cent fara act the 
plaintiff company Is In jeopardy of 
multifarious suits by the defendant, 
the County of Somerset. IV'3 alleged 
in tho bill that the plaintiff* company 
has no adequate remedy except In a 
procedme oi Ulis nature td determine 
Us lights. 
The bin concludes with a petition 
that the court award an. injunction re- 
sfralning the County of Somerset from 
instituting any action against the P. 
W. & S. Railroad Company under the 
Act of April 5, 1907, the two-cent fare 
act, and that such other and furthor 
relief be gi anted as the natiue of the 
care seems to demand A preliminary 
injunction was awarded as piayed for. 
The decision of the case will be await- 
ed with much, interest everywhere.
